While  discussing  the  Russian 
press,  Schorr  said  the  picture  of 
the  United  States  is  distorted  in 
the  minds  of  the  people. 

“Russians  feel  sorry  for  us,  for 
they  know  little  or  nothing  of 
the  prosperity  in  America.  They 
see  only  two  groups  of  people, 
the  ‘rich  capitalists’  and  the  ‘un- 
derprivileged poor.’  Russian 
propaganda  exaggerates  Ameri- 
ca's weaker  points,”  he  noted. 

He  added  that  people  of  Rus- 
sia think  minority  groups  in  this 
country  are  badly  oppressed,  that 
“negro  lynching”  is  a common 
practice,  and  the  voice  of  the 
people  is  suppressed. 

“This  is  an  example,”  he  said, 
“of  how  careful  selection  of  the 
news  by  Russian  propagandists 
can  sift  the  facts  before  they 
reach  the  public.”
